Plans for a one-lot subdivision opposed by 
abutters have been approved by default — 
with no public hearings or Planning Board 
modifications — because the board failed to 
act within the time period required by law, 
Chairman Jerry Greer said Tuesday night. 

T.D.J. Development Corp. has proposed a 
one-lot subdivision off Smithshire Estates 
and Castle Heights Road; there would be 
two house lots on the 2.21-acre site, includ- 
ing an existing house with frontage on 
Smithshire Estates. 

The planners missed their July 4 deadline 
for acting on that plan, resulting in ‘‘con- 
Structive approval’’ under state law: that 
is, the plan has been automatically ap- 
proved 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore said there are 
now two alternatives left for modifying the

plan: the planners may modify or rescind 
the approval if the property has not been 
mortgaged; or abutters may appeal the 
approval to Superior Court. 

Gilmore said abutters have a July 24 
deadline for filing an appeal. 

And the board has scheduled an Aug. 2 
public hearing to consider modifying or 
rescinding the approval. Atty. Reginald 
Marden, representing developer Arthur Ka- 
logianis of T.D.J. Development Corp., said 
that although he could not answer for his 
client Tuesday night, he agreed with the 
idea of the Aug. 2 hearing ‘in principle.’’ 

Planner Paul Curley urged Marden to 
agree to the hearing to avoid a court ap- 
peal: ‘You'd be better off to bring a resolu- 
tion outside the courts and in front of this 
board,’’ Curley said 

(Marden said yesterday that T.D.J. De-

Salary Increases 


Negotiations for wage increases for non- 
union school department employees, includ- 
ing the superintendent of schools, ended 
last week when the School Committee ap- 
proved a five-percent increase for those 
employees 

The committee voted four-zero to ap- 
prove the recommendations of a subcom- 
mittee following negotiations with the 14 
employees not represented by a bargaining 
unit. Susan Poore passed on the vote. 

The salary increases were approved for 
the 1983-1984 school year, and became effec- 
tive July 1 

With the five percent increase, Superin- 
tendent Kenneth Seifert’s salary rises from 
$51,360 to $53,928; that of Assistant Superin- 
tendent Charles Mitsakos, from $40,660 to 
$42,693; Business Manager Francis Paul,

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velopment has ownership rights to the prop- 
erty, but has not taken a mortgage on the 
site subsequent to the constructive appro- 
val.

A number of abutters from a condomini- 
um development at 250 North Main St. who 
are concerned about the proposal said they 
were shocked and angered by the construc- 
tive approval of the developer’s plan 

Gilmore explained that the problem be- 
gan when the board called a June 14 public 
hearing on the subdivision plan, but that 
hearing was not legal because the condomi- 
nium residents were not notified. Another 
hearing date was set, but it would have been 
outside the 60-day deadline for acting on the 
plan. 

The director said he asked Marden to 
request an extension of the July 4 deadline 
and then ‘‘forgot about it.’’ Marden did not 
file a request for an extension, ‘‘the time 
period passed, and the subdivision was ap- 
proved,”’ Gilmore said. 
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Although the subdivision plan has been 
approved, the director said the developer's 
request for a special permit for regrading 
land has not been approved, and Tuesday 
night the planners held a public hearing on 
that request 


Marden maintained that the special per- 
mit has also been constructively approved 
and that no public hearing was necessary 
However, Gilmore said that in town coun- 
sel’s opinion that was ‘‘not clear,’’ and that 
the public hearing should proceed 


Engineer Gene Nysten of Nysten Engi 
neering told the board the plan would re- 
quire ‘‘only slight regrading’’ around the 
house foundation and driveway. Nysten said 
there would be no earth removal from the 
site, but that about 300 cubic yards of fill 
would be brought onto the site 

Nysten said drainage from the house 
would ‘‘slope down from Smithshire.’ 
According to Gilmore, town engineer John

Extensions 
Requested 


The residents of six Lowell Street 
homes would like the town to extend 
public sewer lines to serve their homes, 
to solve problems they've been suffer- 
ing with their septic systems. Monday 
night, the selectmen indicated that that 
request could turn up as a town meet- 
ing article next year. 

In a letter to the town manager, 
residents of the stretch of Lowell Street 
between Canterbury Street and The- 
odore Avenue explained that 50 percent 
of the sewer construction costs could 
be funded by a state grant, and the rest, 
through betterments assessed against 
the six homeowners over a 20-year pe- 


riod. 

The residents wrote that their sub- 
surface disposal systems have been 
subject to ‘periodic failures’ during 
the past two years, which could lead to 
“potential health hazards.’’ A public 
sewer would be the best solution, they 
proposed, with the alternative to try 
‘rehabilitating’ their septic systems 

which could prove difficult and ex- 
pensive 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told 
the selectmen the sewer proposal was 
“being considered” as a possible town 
meeting article

Health Council Elects 


The Merrimack Valley Health Planning Council's 
1983 annual meeting and fundraising dinner was 
held at the Christian Formation Center in Andover. 
The agenda for the meeting included a brief ad- 
dress by Sen. Patricia McGovern, the keynote ad- 
dress by Philip W. Johnston, director of the 
Governor's Office of Human Resources, reports by 
the secretary, treasurer and chairman of the board 
of trustees and the presentation of Certificates of 
Appreciation to outgoing board members and chair- 
persons of committees as well as to area companies 
who made donations to the council throughout the 
year, 

Raymond J. Cannon, Jr., board chairman, opened 
the meeting by welcoming those present. He then 
called upon Rev. Gordon White, acting chairman of 
the nominating committee, to conduct the election 
of five member by the general membership of the 
council. Elected to serve on the nominating com- 
mittee for the upcoming year were Victor Lee, 
Lowell; Dorothy Winn, Andover; Mark DeLorenzo, 
North Andover; Rev. Gordon White, Lowell; and 
Eleanor Forsley Shalhoup, Ph.D., Lowell. Four 
members were elected to the committe by the new 
trustees in accordance with agency bylaws: Ray- 
mond Cannon, Lowell; George Driscoll, Methuen; 
Helen Feeney, Dracut; and Claire Wila-Raymond, 
Haverhill. 

Johnston presented an overview of his role as 
director of the Department of Human Resources 
which was created as a mechanism for bringing the 
human service community into the policy making 
decisions of the Dukakis administration.

Fenton Featured In Article 


Bon Secours Hospital President Judge John E. 
Fenton, Jr., was recently featured in an article 
titled ‘‘Lay-Religious Collaboration From Three 
Perspectives,’’ which appeared in the May edition 
of ‘‘Hospital Progress,’’ a national monthly mag- 
azine sponsored by the Catholic Health Association 
of the United States. Adapted from a three-part 
panel presentation at the Eleventh Annual Catholic 
Health Assembly, the article analyzes the laity’s 
opportunity to shape the Catholic health care min- 
istry. Of the article’s three components, Judge 
Fenton addresses this topic from the perspective of 
a hospital trustee. 

The article states that in the past 20 years Judge 
Fenton has worked closely with four religious con- 
gregations who sponsor health care facilities in the 
United States. In the article he notes that, ‘‘During 
these two decades, external requirements have 
brought about a much greater involvement of the 
laity in the religious congregation’s work. The 
partnership between religious and laity demands a 
close working relationship based on knowledge, 
respect and trust.”’ 


To successfully achieve this ‘‘lay-religious collab- 
oration,’’ Judge Fenton offers several guidelines 
that can minimize any misunderstanding and relax 
tension in the lay-religious relationship. Regarding 
the election of lay-trustee members, he suggests 
‘selecting trustees who demonstrate a commit- 
ment to the service of others; who are familiar 
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Some 168 million acres of commercial 
timberland represent about 35 percent of 
the nation’s timberlands that have high 
potential for industrial timber growth and 
harvesting. Experts from the U.S. Forest 
Service estimate that proper management 
of this potential would increase our net 
annual timber growth in a major way and it 
can be done profitably.

bide by, the Ethical and Religious Directives for 
Catholic Health Facilities—as promulgated by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops; and who 
understand the civil law/canon law dichotomy.” 
Accompanying measures suggested for religious 
trustee members included ‘‘selecting sisters who 
are chosen on the basis of demonstrated compe- 
tence and interest in policy-making—not solely on 
availability to serve; those who are familiar with 
the health care facility's service area; and those 
who are conversant with local demographics, is- 
sues and needs.” 

In concluding his segment of the presentation, 
Judge Fenton explained that, ‘‘Amid the complex 
political, technological, moral and economic forces 
shaping health care today, the basic motivation of 
those who have chosen the health care ministry 
remains unchanged—a compelling desire to help 
their fellow humans in sickness and distress. Reli- 
gious and lay persons can accomplish that if they 
are committed to excellence and to press on with 
courage.’ 

Judge Fenton is a renowned speaker throughout 
the New England region and various parts of the 
country in the areas of trustee leadership, the role 
of governing bodies within the health care system 
and health care concerns affecting local and region- 
wide delivery systems. He has been a trustee of 
Bon Secours Hospital since 1969

Mail Thefts Probed

Needs Identified If 
State Funds Arrive 


The school administration has identified 
the need for an additional $253,000 in sala- 
ries and $43,950 in expenses, for a total of 
$296 950 — money the schools could use next

Motorists 


The new Elm Square features a sign on Elm Street which 
orders motorists to stop before the intersection of High Street if 
the light is red. It is actually a double sign, issuing the location of 
the stop line and further ordering that the intersection not be 


blocked. 


So far, some people are observing the regulations, but many 
are bypassing the directive thus contributing to occasional short- 


term traffic jams. 


The same situation exists on Main Street as one traverses 


from Chestnut Street toward the square where two ‘don’t block 
the intersection’ signs are generally ignored. This could be 
understandable, however, since before one hits Barnard Street, 
a warning has already been issued by posted sign not to make a 
U-turn and a direction to the municipal parking lot pointed out. 
Keeping the intersection open is third in priority at this point.

And, while on the subject of motorists, wouldn’t much of this 
community’s traffic problems be resolved in the industrial areas 
by a little more patience on the part of the employees when they 
leave at the end of the work day?

A Reaction To River Street Vote 


By Philip Wormwood 


Recently the selectmen voted to improve the traffic situation in one section of Andover 
by placing the severe restriction of one-way traffic upon another section. Any solution that 
is based upon satisfying one group by penalizing another is far less satisfactory than a 
deliberate and objective approach that carefully weighs advantages and disadvantages. 

The two winding country roads leading into Lowell Junction were destined to become 
heavily traveled when the town voted a major sewer line in 1967 to service potential 
industry in that area. The town’s purpose of obtaining sizeable revenues by attracting 
industry has been achieved with the establishment of 12 industries in this area since the 
sewer project was completed. 

Over the past ten years, I have met with selectmen, town managers and public works 
officials to emphasize the hazardous situations on River Street created by the large volume 
of traffic (numbering 3,400 vehicles a day) created by these industries. I have made 
specific suggestions for improving the most dangerous sections and have urged a control 
and maintenance program to provide at least minimum safety for those using the road. 
There has been no disagreement that a severe problem exists. The most frequent response 
given was the hope of eventual improvement by the state with the construction of another 
access to this area from Interstate 93. 

It is my opinion that town officials during the years have given minimum attention to the 
developing problems in this area. Over a year ago I requested that something be done about 
a bad hump in the road (caused by a water pipe repair) which was forcing traffic to the 
wrong side. Warning signs were posted which eventually disappeared. No repairs have 
been made. 

I have spoken of drainage problems that, during and after a rain, spreads water over half 
the road. Nothing has been done. 

One section of the road has such a poor foundation that trucks and heavy car traffic 
create pot holes year round. There has been no improvement. 


A yield sign at a dangerous intersection has been hidden by brush snce last summer. 

These and other examples that could be given are evidence of the little attention that this 
section of the town receives. 

At a recent meeting the selectmen decided that to improve traffic in Ballardvale, River 
Street (one of the two roads leading to the industrial area) should become one way six 
hours a day five days a week. 

Major criticism to the traffic was coming from those living on Clark and Dascomb 
Roads, two well maintained streets, yet River Street was designated as one way. Does this 
mean that fire and police protection will not be readily available to the affected area? Will 
school buses be routed through Wilmington? Will transportation for some elderly citizens 
be curtailed because of distance? 

The distance from my house at 11 Lowell Junction Road to the Ballardvale post office or 
store is 1.1 miles. With one-way in effect it is 5.1 miles. The distance from my house to 
Andover center is 2.5 miles. With the one-way restriction it is 8.1 miles For those living on 
River Street, the mileage differences are even greater. The selectmen, by their, vote did, 
in fact, isolate a group of Andover citizens from their own community. 

Over the years the town officials have consistently recommended industry for Andover 
as part of a sound tax base. This position was recently re-stated by a selectman when 
permission was given for yet another business established to locate in Lowell Junction. 
But, some of the revenue received should be earmarked for improvements needed to 
service the affected areas properly. Is it responsible government that invites industry and 
then compels the employees of these industries to drive to their working place by an out-of- 
town route? 

Is it responsible government that isolates a segment of its community in order to placate 
another? In truth, is a master planning a reality in Andover? 

The recent vote of the selectmen indicates otherwise.

Ramp Not 


The Answer 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

It is with regret that as a former selectman I 
must take exception to your editorial supporting the 
idea of a slip ramp off Interstate Route 93 to 
provide access to the Lowell Junction area. 

As you are aware, much effort has been put into 
obtaining approval for an interchange at some 
appropriate site, say just south of the Gillette plant, 
which would provide access to and from Route 93 
for the Lowell Junction area, as well as that part of 
Andover lying to the west of the highway and the 
industrial zone of Tewksbury adjoining. 

It is essential that the increasing amount of 
traffic coming from the north, from New Hamp- 
shire, Lawrence and other areas be able to get into 
the Lowell Junction area. A slip ramp will not 
accomplish this, as it will only permit access to the 
area by traffic coming from the south. At the same 


time, the problem of access to that part of town and 
to Tewksbury lying to the west of the highway will 
not be provided for. 

The interchange only need be a half interchange 
to provide access to both sides of the highway from 
the north. From the south access is available by the 
existing half interchange at State Route 125, which 
should remain in place as is. 

If the slip ramp plan is adopted, the problem of 
truck traffic within the residential areas of And- 
over will not be resolved, nor will the matter of 
access to Lowell Junction from the north be solved. 

While there has been only partial success in 
pushing through the proposed plan so far, it will be 
necessary for all three towns involved to work 
together in bringing appropriate pressure to bear 
on the appropriate State and Federal authorities. 
The town should not be distracted from doing so by 
supporting a proposal which will not solve the basic 
problems.

WASHINGTON — The 
apparent disarray in the 
administration’s foreign pol- 
icy could become a major 
issue in the 1984 presidential 
campaign if President 
Reagan decides to run again. 
One problem, high-level 
sources tell us, is the ques- 
tion of just who is in control 
of Latin American policy. 

Until last month, Thomas 
Enders, assistant secretary 
of state for inter-American 
affairs, was running the 
show. He had gone out on a 
limb to implement his poli- 
cies in Central America, but 
insiders say he went too far 
and he was forced to resign. 

Now we've learned that 
after Enders’ resignation, 
Secretary of State George 
Shultz told Reagan that he 
too would resign unless the 
president guaranteed that 
Shultz would have control 
over Latin American policy 

Sources say Shultz was 
worried about two powerful 
contenders for that role — 
National Security Advisor 
William Clark, an old 
Reagan crony from Califor- 
nia, and U.N. Ambassador 
Jeane Kirkpatrick, the out- 
spoken conservative who 
has shown no hesitation in 
voicing her views on that 
sensitive region. 

Shultz apparently feared 
that Clark and Kirkpatrick 
might attempt to establish 
control over foreign policy 
decisions for Latin America. 
But Reagan assured Shultz 
that he would retain control, 
and the secretary of state 
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‘An ounce of work is worth many pounds 


of words.”’

was moilified, at least for 
the time being. 

Meanwhile, at least two 
other high-ranking foreign 
policy officials are consider- 
ing leaving the administra- 
tion. Kenneth Dam, the No. 2 
man at State and a close 
friend of Shultz, has been 
offered the job of dean at a 
prestigious Ivy League law 
school. And Bud McFarlane, 
the deputy assistant to the 
president at the National 
Security Council, has been 
asked to join a major corpo- 
rate foundation. 

If Dam and McFarlane do 
decide to leave, the political 
damage could be severe. It 
would reinforce the argu- 
ments of critics who have 
charged that the Reagan 
administration’s foreign pol- 
icy is in shambles. 

A NEW FACE FOR 
KHOMEINI: Our _intelli- 
gence sources have detected 
new rumblings from Iran’s 
despotic ruler, Ayatollah 
Khomeini. The news has tak- 
en even the administration’s 
top Iranian experts by 
surprise. Khomeini is trying 
to improve his image in the 
Western world. 

Specifically, he is quietly 
courting Western European 
nations in order to improve 
economic ties to the outside 
world. Iran desperately 
needs commercial goods 
from Japan and Europe and, 
to secure them, Khomeini is 
attempting to downplay his 
brutal image. 

But this is merely a public 
relations ploy. Iran’s human 
rights record continues to be 
dismal. Minorities are regu-

iariy harassed, and more 
than a dozen followers of the 
Bahai faith have been exe- 
cuted in recent weeks. 

007 IN THE WHITE 
HOUSE: President Reagan 
recently became embroiled 
in yet another controversy. 
This time it was over his 
television promotional spot 
for the producers of the 
“James Bond” movie series, 
filmed as part of a TV 
special. 

The president praised the 
fictional “James Bond” spy 
character as “skilled, coura- 
geous, optimistic — and he 
always gets his girl.” Fem- 
inists are outraged at this 
remark. They say it was sex- 
ist and will do nothing to 
improve Reagan’s low rat- 
ing among women voters — 
an issue which deeply con- 
erns the president and his 
aides. 

Meanwhile, we've seen 
internal FBI documents that 
indicate the government 
took a different view of 
“James Bond” 19 years ago. 
According to the documents, 
bureau officials refused to 
allow the producers of the 
hit movie “Goldfinger” to 
portray the FBI in the film.

an uproar. The book was 
allegedly stolen by a 
“mole,” perhaps planted in 
the Carter campaign head- 
quarters by the Republicans. 
This has led to grim jokes 
within the White House that 
the press is making a moun- 
tain out of a molehill. Mean- 
while, Rep. Donald Albosta, 
D-Mich., who as chairman of 
the obscure House subcom- 
mittee on Human Resources 
is spearheading the investi- 
gation, will widen the scope 
of his inquiry. Look for 
Albosta to investigate cam- 
paign improprieties by both 
parties. 

— Fugitive financier Rob- 
ert Vesco has been on the 
lam since 1972, when he 
allegedly fled the country 
with $224 million stolen 
from an overseas invest- 
ment fund.

Diabetic Testing 


A new, inexpensive and convenient proce- 
dure now available to diabetics to test their 
own blood sugar levels is being taught at 
Choate-Symmes Health Services. 

“It is called Chemstrip Bg and it is a 
fairly simple test, using a drop of blood 
obtained from the finger or ear lobe,”’ said 
Helene Clayton, R.N., patient teaching in- 
structor at Choate-Symmes 

“The blood sample is placed on the 
Chemstrip Bg, a special reagent paper. It is 
timed, wiped off, then timed again, and the 
color change which occurs is compared 
witu a chart to determine the ‘value’ indi- 
cating the blood sugar level.”’ 

Depending on the results, diabetics- 
should then either call their physician with- 
out delay or simply make note of them for 
their own records to share with their physi- 
cian at the next office visit. 

Advantages of the Chemstrip Bg are its 
low cost and the convenience. It costs only 
50 cents for each disposable strip and is 
done at home. However, patients are still 
encouraged to have blood samples taken at 
a laboratory regularly

Rusty Water Results 
From Aiding Neighbor 


When Andover connected a water line to 
Tewksbury last week to send more water 
into the neighboring town, there was an 
unpleasant side effect for at least one And- 
over family: brown water 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony Monday 
night told the selectmen he received a com- 
plaint about rusty water from a resident of 
Brown Street, which is located near the 
Tewksbury line 

According to the manager, that resident 
was concerned about the health effects of 
the brown water — although town tests 
showed that the water was not harmful, 
Mahony said 

Mahony said the problem could be attrib- 
uted to “‘accumulated sedimentation’’ with- 
in the town’s unlined cast iron pipes. Water 
pipes can be flushed quarterly to avoid 
Sedimentation buildup, but Andover does 
not flush its pipes that often, he said. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
explained Tuesday that rust builds up in 
unlined iron pipes and can be dislodged by 
water flow, resulting in discolored water 
That's what happened last week, he said, 
when some pipes were drained to connect 
them with Tewksbury pipes. When the pipes 
were refilled, the Brown Street home ended 
up with brown water 

McQuade said the discoloration lasted ‘‘a 
short time,” and that he was aware of only 
one complaint

Selectmen Chairman Gerald Silverman 
said the board would keep an eye on the 
problem, and consider replacing unlined 
pipes with cement-lined pipes where 
needed. 

‘We'll start taking a look at it,”’ the 
chairman promised. ‘‘There’s no reason 
why (townspeople) should live with dirty 
water.”’ 

Andover officials recently agreed to sell 
additional water to Tewksbury, which is 
suffering a serious water shortage. Wil- 
mington and Lowell are also selling extra 
water to Tewksbury this summer.
